_ Giving a much-needed Mlip 
to the young Chinese motion. 
picture industry is a report 
from Paris, made available by’ 
the Agence France Presse news 
agency, that the first Chinese 
film to be shown in the French 
capital has made a good im- 
pression on critics and on 
Parisian cinema-goers.

Released through the - Prench 
Pathe organisntion, “The Sorrows 
of the Forbidden City” js only 
one of three Yung Hwa films due 
for release In Paris and the French 
Provinces. It was equipped with 
dinlogue in French, the translation 
beIng taken: from the English 
version of this famous screen 
story, English dubbing may be 
provided for other areas in 
Europe. , 

The other two films now being 
Processed for showing in Europe 
through: tht’ Pathe organisation 
are: “The Soul of China” and 
“Hearts Aflame.”

NEW. TAXATION 
PROPOSALS 


The strange conceits of the
